RED AMERICAN BEAUTY. Large, globular 
buds opening to gorgeous, deep vinous crim- 
son flowers. An old favorite among rose lovers. 
Very fragrant. 


GOLDEN OPHELIA. Golden yellow. Varying 
in different stages of development. 


CALEDONIA. Exquisite long buds of ivory 
white, changing to purest white as the flowers 
open into large double blooms of velvety tex- 
ture. Many think it the best white. 


E. G. HILL. It constantly produces beautiful 
buds on long stems, opening into large fra- 
grant flowers of deep crimson. 


EDITOR McFARLAND. Clear brilliant pink. 
Perfect form; long lasting when cut. Strong 
stems. 


BRIARCLIFF. Lovely pointed buds open into 
large, perfectly formed, fragrant flowers of 
silvery pink. The freely produced blooms come 
singly on long stems and last a long time. 


PAUL’S SCARLET. A climbing rose. Intense 
scarlet flowers of excellent shape and moderate 
size, borne in trusses Plant of moderate 
growth, foliage good, blooms very liberally at 
its season. 


TALISMAN. Brilliant red and golden buds 
that open to beautiful shaped blooms of scar- 
let-orange and golden yellow. The bud is long 
and shapely, developing into medium size; 
compact double fiowers; free bloomer with 
glossy foliage. 


ETOIL DE HOLLANDE. Deep crimson red 
blooms with enormous, well arranged petals. 
Particularly beautiful when half open. Free 
bloomer. Delightfully fragrant. 


LUXEMBURG. Rich orange yellow with cop- 
pery shadows and creamy yellow tints. Pro- 
fuse bloomer and vigorous grower. One of the 
most satisfactory of the yellows. Hardy and 
free flowering. 


GOLDEN DAWN. Large pointed buds of 
bright yellow, tinged with red. Flower large, 
well shaped, deliciously fragrant. Fine foliage, 
in different stages of development. 


PINK COLUMBIA. Bright pink, sweetly scent- 
ed flowers of exquisite shade, deepening in 
color as they expand. Good grower. 


BETTY UPRICHARD. Carmine and salmon. 
Carmine buds open to good size blooms of sal- 
mon, suffused with orange on the inside and 
with coppery carmine on the outside. The 
large graceful petals have great substance and 
the flowers last long without fading. 


F. S. KEY. Extra-large light crimson buds and 
blooms; very double, slightly fragrant and 
produced in great abundance. A most perfect 
and glorious rose.
